for example, plenty of sinecures in 
public life, plenty of inefficiency, laxity 
and graft. 
There is considerable spe­ 
cial privilege in our social and Indus 
trial order, and we are far indeed from 
the realization of the ideal of equality 
of oppytunity or a chance for every 
man to do what he can do best for 
himself and for the community. To es­ 
tablish justice and prevent oppression 
and plutocracy is the object of every 
movement that is progressive and truly 
democratic. 
But, of course, the tend­ 
encies are as President Jordan indi­ 
cates. 
Our century puts much stress 
on efficiency, on organization, on fit­ 
ness, on service. 
But is it cruel to 
the individual in doing so? 
Does it 
demand 
without 
caring 
about the 
sources of supply? 
Is it an unreason­ 
able, hard 
taskmaster 
and nothing 
more? 
Surely» this is not what Dr. 
Jordan intended to imply. 
If the cen­ 
tury Is strict and cruel it is also lib­ 
eral and kind. 
It gives quite as much 
as lt*asks. 
It provides for efficiency 
w'hile demanding it. 
It is reconstruct­ 
ing the whole educational system in 
order to fit boys and girls for their 
duties and functions in life. 
It is 
fighting disease as It was never fought 
before. 
It is studying the causes of 
poverty, unemployment, waste of hu­ 
man capacity. 
It Is seeking to make 
industry safer and safer, and It U 
protecting old age by Insurance plans, 
old age pension systems, etc. Though 
it emphasizes the value of struggle, It 
does not fall into the error of extoll­ 
ing a ruthless form of competition. 
Co-operation, state aid, voluntary and 
enlightened agencies without number 
exist to humanize the struggle. 
It is 
sufficient to mention our Irrigation and 
reclamation movement in the Interest 
of home-building, 
land »purchase in 
Ireland, the world wide resistence to 
the abuses of monopoly. 
A century 
which talks and dreams of universal 
peace, 
of arbitration, of great social 
reforms, 
and 
which 
Is 
gradually 
achieving these blessings Is not a cruel 
century. 
And where it seems cruel it 
is so only to be kind.

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KIND ACT RETURNED HOME. 


To Ra l» * Funda . 
At the present time there are two 
principal methods of raising funds for 
these purposes, but Director Logan W. 
Page of the public roads department of 
the government believes that before 
plans are set on foot for raising funds 
much should be said regarding the 
m anner in which such funds should be 
expended. 
It should not be assumed that sim­ 
ply because a county owns quarries 
from which trap or limestone 
rock 
can be secured that the expensive ma­ 
cadam road must necessarily be built. 
The qualifications of any rock can­ 
not be definitely decided upon until 
laboratory tests have been held. 
Much money has been almost thrown 
away in this country , however, on the 
construction of rock-surfaced 
roads, 
those having 
the 
construction 
in 
charge neglecting to call in the serv­ 
ices of expert chemists and using rock 
totally unsuited to their traffic or cli­ 
matic conditions. 
In many cases the 
■'« ults w’ere dis­ 
astrous, the roads quickly raveling and 
going to pieces because the cementing 
value was lacking. 
A county which 
shows 
sufficient 
progress 
to bond itself in a liberal 
amount for the purpose of securing 
improved roads should keep its money 
intact until its officers have learned 
exactly what class of roads will best 
meet Its requirements, what ty pe of 
road it is best qualified to construct 
and what it can best afford. 
Those facts can be secured through 
the aid of the national government, 
the office of 
public roads 
standing 
ready to give gratuitous advice and 
to supply skilled highway engineers 
who are qualified to tell what ty pe of 
highway would best meet that coun­ 
ty ’s requirements and to demonstrate 
those decisions by supervising 
the 
building of stretches of model high­ 
way s, after which local officials may 
take pattern. 
Millions have been wasted in build­ 
ing roads which local conditions made 
impracticable, and out of all cost pro­ 
portion to the county ’s revenue. 
There are exceptions to all rules, 
however, and Pike county , Alabama, 
stands as a glittering exception to the 
usual construction blunder. There the 
county officials had planned to expend 
a large *>um In the building of gravel 
roads. 
W. L. Spoon, United States superin­ 
tendent of road 
construction, being 
•sent to make an Inspection 
of 
the 
county ’s ro« *d possibilities, learned that 
700 miles of important rdutes needed 
Improvement. 
He figured that the cost of gravel 
roads would be $¡1,000 a mile—plainly 
as sum greater than the county could 
be bonded for. 
Conditions, however, were ideal for 
sand-clay 
construction, 
and 
he 
strongly urged its adoption. By a legal 
proviso the county could be bonded for 
only 3 li> per cent of the assessed value 
of the real and personal property . 
Tfie plan was decided upon and an 
issue of $143,000 was voted, and $100,- 
000 worth of the bonds were quickly 
sold, being disposed of In $50,000 al­ 
lotments. 
The first allotment brought a pre­

There is financial wisdom in floating 
-county bonds for road improvement. 
In many cases those bonds sold at a 
premium, 
and 
every body 
interested 
galus a benefit. 
In some states good roads 
bonds 
have brought a price so high that the 
premium has wiped out two or three 
y ears’ interest on the principal. 
In Bradley county , Tennessee, but 
a few y ears ago. the supervisors voted 
a bond issue of $90,000. 
Those bonds 
bore interest at the rate of 5 per cent. 
S* enthusiastic were the citizens « for 
road Improvement and so much confi­ 
dence did they have in the locality in 
which they lived, that the premium 
was $20,000, the cash sales placing in 
the county treasury $110,000. 
It has been ascertained by the office 
of public roads, the bureau of the fed­ 
eral census, and the land and Indus­ 
trial divisions of twelve great rail­ 
roads, that the building of * modern 
highway s Immediately enhances 
the 
value of the property through which 
they run to a marked extent. 
This Increase Is estimated by the 
most conservative at $2 an acre, and 
by the more enthusiastic at $9. 
All 
concede, however, that the increase Is 
immediate and Inevitable. 
* 
Plac*e the acreage of the rural por­ 
tion of a county , therefore, at 200,000 
acres and the increased valuation due 
to the construction of better highway s 
at but $4.50 an acre, and it will be 
Been that the property holders whose 
land Is to be thus benefited would gain 
not less than $900,000.

His property holdings are chief­ 
ly in the State of Chihuahua, but he 
also has large investments In other 
parts of the republic. 
Gen. Terrazas Is the greatest land 
and live stock baron in the world, it 
is said.’ 
He owns fifteen ranches in 
the State of Chihuahua. 
The ranches 
embrace an aggregate area of more 
than 5,000,000 acres. 
For many y ears 
special attention has been given 
to 
raising horses upon 
these ranches. 
More than 5,000,000 head of horses are 
grazing upon the Terrazas land. 
The mule supply for most of Mexico 
comes from 
the 
Terrazas ranches. 
These animals now number more than 
1,000,000 head and are scattered over 
the different properties. Gen. Terraza’s 
cattle holdings number more than 1,- 
000.000 head. 
Several hundred thou­ 
sand head of goats and sheep graze 
upon this land. 
It is said that the 
choicest grass lands In Northern Mexi­ 
co are embraced in the Tarraaas estate. 
Streams 
of 
running 
water pass 
through them and the grass grows 
luxuriantly the * greater part of the 
y ear. 
Some of the vastness of these land­ 
ed possessions may be had when it is 
know’n that more than IO. QjOO men are 
kept constantly employ ed looking after 
the live stock. 
The services of 1,000 
men are required to “ride the fences.” 
It is the duty of these fence riders 
to see that the wires are kept Intact 
so that the live stock cannot escape 
from the pastures. 
Many thousand 
miles of wire were used in construct­ 
ing the boundary fences. More than a 
score of towns, some of them of con­ 
siderable size, are upon the ranches.

BATTLE WITH SKEENA INDIANS. 


K i * p i o x Villa » « * a nd 
Chl« » f* Ta ken b j 
Ca na da 'a Bo rder 
P o l i c e . 
After a five hours’ battle which be­ 
gan at day break a force of fifty spe­ 
cial police under Chief Constable Mait- 
land-Dougalb and embracing virtually 
all the male Inhabitants of Hazelton, 
on the Skeena river, captured the In­ 
dian village of 
Kisplox and made 
prisoners seven chiefs of the tribes, 
who have been inciting the related na­ 
tions d t the Skeena to war upon the 
whites, obstructing railway construc­ 
tion and seizing supplies and stopping 
provincial road work. Chief Constable 
Maitland-Dougall makes no report of 
casualties to SupeVintendent Hussey , 
but private telegrams say firing was 
practical!* continuous from day break 
until noon. 
Despite the fact that the Canadian 
government has ridiculed the sugges­ 
tion. residents of the north country 
apprehended serious trouble all along 
the Skeena as soon as winter sealed 
the waterway s, the Indians nursing a 
grudge as to game laws and fisheries 
regulations, which they consider in­ 
terferences with their bases of sup­ 
plies, a Victoria (B. C.) dispatch' to 
the New York Sun say s. 
The trouble 
was fanned into flame by agitators, 
w’ho have been preaching all summer 
the legal right of the Skeena nations 
to all the land along that river. 
Lately a conf&reuce 
with 
Special 
Commissioner Stewart and Indian Su­ 
perintendent Vowell, the former sent 
from Ottawa, proved abortive, the ex­ 
travagant claim being firmly adhered 
to by the chTefs of the 4,000 people of 
the Skeena nations that their country 
has never been won by conquest or 
alienated from its aboriginal possessors 
either by treaty or sale and that the 
whites have, therefore, no status of 
ownership. 
The government peremptorily dis­ 
missed petitions for the re-establish­ 
ment of old tribal boundaries and can­ 
cellation of all reservations and 
In­ 
spector Green and others in July and 
August last predicted an uprising with 
the advent of winter unless a strong 
force of the roy al northwest mounted 
police was sent in. 
This suggestion, 
too, was ridiculed, although many res­ 
idents sent out their women and chil­ 
dren, fearing for their safety . 
Navigation 
on 
the 
Skeena 
had 
closed but two day s before signs of 
Impending eruptions became so obvi­ 
ous that the chief constable for the 
district determined to strike first. 
He 
swore in all the men of the country 
*ud attacked Kisplox, the stronghold 
uf.d capital of the malcontents. 
Inci­ 
dentally , It Is reported that Gun-Ad- 
Noot, an 
Indian murderer, who, as­ 
sisted by all the natives of the north 
country , has 
defied 
capture d ur.hr 
t'ilie y ears, was prominent in a rec­ 
ord 
battle, 
although had 
he been 
among the prisoners Superintendant 
Hussey would undoubtedly hsve been 
so advised. 
„ 
* 
Another cause of trouble with those 
Indians has been the crossing of the 
native cemetery 
at 
Kisplox by the 
Grand Trunk Pacific Railway . 
The 
natives demanded compensation at the 
rate of $500 for each chief, $300 for 
each squaw and $100 for each child’s 
body removed. The government threw 
out the claim and granted the railway 
crossing rights on condition of a new 
cemetery being 
provided, the bodies 
niovpd with reverence and $1,000 paid 
as lump consolation.

querable human hope that some day , somewhere un­ 
der God’s providence, they would meet once tfgain with 
all tears dried, all sorrows purged away . 
Up above 
men were risking their lives by digging dow?n into the 
mines to rescue their fellows, to restore singed and 
maimed wrecks of men to their wives and bairns. 
It 
wa9 just the every day heroism and goodness and un- 
unselfl3hness that ^’as coming out into clear relief. The 
story of Cherry , 111., Is a very great tragedy , but even 
while it wrings all hearts, doesn’t it make you just 
love human beings?—Pittsburg Press.

“We 
shall meet again,” these 
poor miners write 
to wife or sdn or friend. 
The two Italians, who desired 
a brass band at their funeral, expressed the faith that 
life immortal awaits them on the other side. 
This faith, supreme and triumphant in the breasts 
o f these poor miners, buried underground, menaced in 
the gloom by firedamp, with death in its most grisly 
^ form touching them, is a fact, a truth, as much as is the 
cognition by the senses of a sound, a sight, a smell. 
And it is most clearly present to us mortals at the mo­ 
ment of our direst need. 
It visits every man in his 
extremity , even that one of us who fancies he has some 
philosophy that prompts him to deny validity to its in­ 
spiration, and who, in consequence, struggles upon his 
death-bed to resist its uplifting and consoling power.

most famous band of

lancers 
the

frontier ever boasted is slated for oblivion. 
Kit Carson’s scouts, next greatest in point 
of historic interest, are a fast vanishing 
memory . 
They had a more picturesque 
figure for their leader than the rangers 
ever followed into the thick. 
Buffalo Bill’s hunters and 
guides faded out of existence along with the buffalo herd 
they did so much to exterminate, but the redoubtable 
Buffalo Bill himself still lives to show us how it 
wa s 
done with rifle and lariat. 
In the day s when Western Texas was the El Dorado 
of gun fighters, cattle thieves and malefactors of stolen 
wealth in general, the Texas ranger reached the zenith 
of his usefulness. 
His mission was the preservation of 
at least a semblance of law and order at any cost. 
At 
all times a 
mounted policeman, with a State commis­ 
sion, subject to orders from Austin, the glamour of the 
name Texas ranger attached to him a wider field of 
action than he filled. 
But what duty called to do suf­ 
ficed to satisfy the longing for adventure in most men 
who were attracted to the command by the prospect. 
Roosevelt’s regiment of Rough Riders, as is well 
known, was largely recruited from the rangers, or men 
w’ho had belonged to that body. 
Their exploits in Cuba 
are a matter of history and anecdote.—Washington Post.

PREVENTION OF FLOODS, 


BIRD PARADISE IN PACIFIC. 


OTerflo fTk In Mls« « » u|’i Co at Farmer« 
•4 4 ,0 0 0 ,0 0 0 In Sev en Yeara. 
One of the most prolific sou rces of 
loss and danger to the farmers of Mis­ 
sou ri has been tbe annu al floods of its 
large rivers, 
which overflow their 
banks 
every spring and ravage the 
most fertile lands in the State/ 
Ac­ 
cording to the figu res compiled by the 
State labor bu reau these losses from j 


I . ay aan I n l an d X e s t l n f f I’l n c e o f AI- 
b atr o aa, Frf*? ntea an d P e t r e l s . 
To the northw’est of the Hawaiian 
Islands, abou t an equ al distance from 
the shores of Asia and America, there 
is a small grou p of islands and cliffs 
u pon which hu ndreds of thou sands o f 
birds live. 
Every year they lay their 
eggs and raise their you ng. 
Among 
small strips of land and rock there 
is what might be called a veritable 
bird paradise. 
This is the island 
o f 
Lays&n. 
Laysan measu res abou t five and a 
floods have reached the enormou s su m 
of $44,000,000 in the last seven years 
alone. 
According to the estimates of 
the Cnited States engineers, less than 
one-seventh of this su m wou ld be su ffi­ 
cient not only to riprap the bank s and 
bu ild levees high enou gh to k eep tha 
Missou ri river within its bank s du r 
ing the entire year, bu t to establish 
a six-foot channel from Kansas City 
to its mou th. 
How’ever, the vital in­ 
terest of the farmers lies in safegu ard­ 
ing their lands from overflow. 
It is 
probable that the money inclu ded in 
the engineers’ estimates for channel 
constru ction wou ld be amply su fficient 
to cover the Osage, Gasconade and 
other rivers in the State. 
At any rate, the fact has been clear­ 
ly demonstrated that the annu al losses 
by floods are greater than the amou nt 
requ ired to secu re permanently the 
lands from overflow. 
This being the 
case, the Kansas City Jou rnal says, it 
becomes a simple qu estion of common 
sense methods to protect the river bot­ 
toms from overflow and thu s save over 
$f>,000,000 a year to their owners. 
It 
Is reported that the farmers in the 
river cou ntries are planning a series 
of meetings 
to consider 
ways and 
means to accomplish this resu lt. 
In 
su ch an event it will only be neces­ 
sary to follow the methods which have 
proved effective along the reaches of 
the

Citons are noisy,

BOSTON’S COMMISSION PLAIT. 


Like That o f lie« Mo ines, bat with 
Nine Co uncil men an d 
a May o r. 
Tu e people of Bo sto n hav e v o ted in 
favor of emancipation 
fro m o utside 
party politics in mu nicipal affairs and 
a more bu sinesslik e machinery of gov­ 
ernment. 
Charter plan No. 1, favored 
by the politicians of both parties, has 
been votPd down and plan No. 2, de­ 
vised by the finance commission and 
favored by the reform element, is now 
to tak e etfeit. 
The important fea­ 
tu res of this plan are nominations on 
petition by not less than 5,000 voters, 
no party designations to appear on the 
ballot; a mayor elected for fou r years, 
bu t su bject to recall by a majority vote 
at the end of two years, and a city 
cou ncil consisting of nine members, 
elected at large for three-year terms, 
three each year. 
This provides essentially a commis­ 
sion form of government, the Spring­ 
field (Mass.) 
Repu blican 
says, the 
plan differing from tha^ adopted by 
Galveston, Des Moines, Haverhill and 
othei cities chiefly in providing a more 
nu merou s body of cou ncilors or com­ 
missioners. 
This, however,| is a dis-„ 
tinction rather than a difference. The 
old form of mu nicipal government has 
been pretty completely cast aside. Both 
the two-chamber cou ncil and a nu mer­ 
ou s one-chamber body disappear. Leg­ 
islative and administrative fu nctions 
are practically merged in a single and 
comparatively 
small 
body. 
Ou tside 
party lines cannot be drawn except 
with great difficu lty, and the great 
difficu lty is testified to by the strenu ­ 
ou s opposition of the bosses and heel­ 
ers of both the Repu blican and Demo­ 
cratic parties. 
Responsibility is cen­ 
tralized and placed where it mnnot 
be shifted or evaded and where it can 
be held to close accou ntability to Die 
people. 
Boston is the fifth city in the comv- 
try in popu lation and the first city of 
any su ch magnitu de to adopt the com­ 
mission or a highly centralized form 
oi government. There will be national 
interest in the experiment. Only gross 
neglect on the part of citizens of su b­ 
stance and influ ence 
can apparently 
mak e it a failu re, and all diversion or 
complication mak ing for su ch neglect 
has been removed as far as possible 
by the plan adopted. We may confident­ 
ly hope that the new charter mark s 
the beginning of a, new and better era 
in the government of the chief city of 
New England.

and investigators. Mayor Joseph 
Appel, 13 years old. who is the coin* 
mander-in-ehief of the boys’ civic de­ 
partment, 
believes 
in 
more drastic 
pu nishment. Any boy cau ght smok ing, 
playing cards, chewing, or throwing 
sfones is su mmoned to appear before 
the ju dges and the police commission­ 
er and on the first time is warned. 
The second time the district attorney 
demands a sentence, which is gener­ 
ally to write the name of his offense, 
su ch as "smok ing,” a thou sand times 
cm the blael/board.

T his E nte rta inm e nt Is F ollow ed by 
a B rillia nt Series, G overned 
by F ix ed R ules. 


The W ashington social season opens 
with the convening of Congress on the 
first Monday in December each year, 
but the official social season does not 
begin until after the President’s first 
reception, Jan. 1. 
Both seasons con­ 
tinue until the beginning of Lent, and 
the long program of 
official 
social 
events concludes with those of a more 
or less unofficial character, which are 
sandwiched in between, m ak ing a time 
•of ex traordinary activity for all con­ 
cerned. 
> 
All W ashington, outside of the offi­ 
cial set m ore particularly, look s for­ 
ward with k een delight to the 
New 
Year’s receptioq. 
It is the most in­ 
formal affair of the entire official so­ 
cial calendar of the President, and this 
is evidenced by the fact tha t before 
his laborious New Year’s day Is com­ 
pleted he is required to shak e hands 
wdth from 5.000 to 10,000 callers in all 
walk s of life, who come to wish him a 
happy year. 
This reception begins at 
11 a. m., and is ended, so far as official 
W ashington is concerned, at 12:15 p. 
m., after which the general public is 
adm itted, and several hours are con­ 
sumed in disposing of these callers. 
The New Year’s reception is really 
one of the sights of Washington. 
Not 
only are the diplomats ou£ in complete 
regalia, but all the officers of the arm y 
and navy stationed in W ashington are 
ex pected *o report on that day at their 
respecth 
departm ents in 
full 
regi­ 
mentals, prepared to call upon 
the 
Jent, who is their commander-in- 
chlef. 
In the m eantim e the W ashing­ 
ton public has also begun to assemble 
on the side streets east of the W hite 
House, where it is formed in line. 
As 
soon as the officials are out of the way, 
a string of hum anity, old and young, 
black and 
white, files through 
the 
W hite House to meet the President. 
Men and women in all stages of life, 
some of them interesting characters 
in the history of the natioif and of 
W ashington, come by the thousands. 
No Invitations are required for this 
reception.- 
As is custom ary in all official af­ 
fairs. there is an order of precedence 
for the officials who attend the New 
Year’s reception. 
Each grade of offi­ 
cialdom Is assigned an especial time 
for presentation to the President, v/ho 
is assisted by his wife, the wife of the 
Vice President, the wives of members 
of the Cabinet, and other women prom ­ 
inent in the social set who are fortu­ 
nate enough to he invited to the blue 
room of the W hite House. 
As indicated, tljis reception opens 
the social season at the W hite House, as 
well as in official Washington. On the 
first Thursday evening following New 
Year’s the President gives his annual 
dinner to the mem bers of his Cabinet 
This is usually followed on the second 
T hursday by the diplomatic reception 
One week later the President gives his 
annual dinner to the diplomatic corps 
Nex t, on the fourth Thursday, comes 
the 
Judicial 
reception, followed on 
Thursday of the ne^ft week by a din 
ner to the Chief Justice and Associate 
Justices of the Supreme Court. 
On 
the six th Thursday after New Year’s 
a reception is given to the inem bers 
of Congress, and finally, on the seventh 
Thursday, the last big reception of 
the w inter is given to the arm y and 
navy. 
While this program is usually 
followed out to the letter—It is easier 
for the President to carry it out than 
to change it—it can be modified if nec­ 
essary. 
F or instance, it was formerly 
custom ary for the series of receptions 
at the W hite House to end with an­ 
other public reception on the seventh 
T hursday following New Year’s. This 
custom has not been followed in re­ 
cent years. 
The wife of the President has so­ 
cial duties of her own aside from that 
in which she is the central figure along 
with her husband. 
On the last S atur­ 
day in January, between the hours of 
3 and 5 p. m., the» wife of the Presi­ 
dent usually holds her first afternoon 
reception. 
This reception is supposed 
to be general, and the proper tim e for 
a newcomer to m ak e her initial call 
upon the lady of the W hite House. 
It 
is not the custom to call at a 
. jj j other 
time, unless the caller happens to be 
a persona] friend of the wife of the 
P resident or has received a special in­ 
vitation to do so. 
One call is all that 
is ex pected, and that on the day offi­ 
cially announced. 
There is no hard- 
and-fast rule for the holding of this 
reception and it has not alw ays been 
held, but it is a part of the unw ritten 
social code of the national capital, 
which can be altered only by the Pres­ 
ident or his wife. 
No mention is made in the unw rit­ 
ten Bocial code of W ashington of the 
m ore or less informal entertainm ents 
which tak e place at the W hite House 
and elsewhere during the height of 
the social season In W ashington. 
It 
is this series of social events, formal 
and informal, however, which is m ak ­ 
ing of the national capital the w inter 
residence of the leading social lights 
of the country. 
It fs that fact more 
¡than anything else which is leading 


the social elite to add to W ashington’s 
residential districts m any magnificent 
w inter homes, which are occupied by 
their owners during those months in 
which W ashington's society is at its 
best.—Chicago Daily News. 


SHORTNESS OF B REA TH . 


Some of It* Cnnien—Treatm ent by 
System atic L ie r o h e . 
Respiration in health and under nor­ 
mal conditions or rest or m oderate 
ex ercise is an unconscious act, almost 
as much so as digestion or the beating 
of the heart, but it is very easily dis­ 
turbed, even in health, and in certain 
diseases its disturbance is often one of 
the most distressing symptoms. 
The 
short breath following violent ex er­ 
tion, such as running or hill ’climb­ 
ing, is fam iliar to every one. 
It is due 
to the increased call for ox ygenation 
of the blood and the tem porary inabil­ 
ity of the heart to pump the blood in 
sufficient volume through the lungs. 
When shortness of breath is brought 
about by m oderate ex ercise or m ental 
ex citement it is due to some abnormal 
condition, such us anaemia, obesity, a 
weak heart 
or indigestion, 
Youth's 
Companion says. 
This tendency is re­ 
lieved by attention to the weak point, 
w hatever it may be, and a judicious 
system of ex ercise—a sort of modified 
training. 
P erm anent 
shortage of breath or 
dyspnoea, as' it Is technically called, 
Is a more serious affair, and is usual­ 
ly due to some actual disease. 
W hat 
the disease is of which the dyspnoea 
is a symptom can often be discovered 
only by a careful and thorough medi­ 
cal ex amination of all the organs Of 
the body. 
It is often called asthm a and treated 
at home by inhaling the fumes of 
burning nitre paper or by some other 
of the ordinary remedies; but astnina 
fs a distinct disease, although its true 
nature is not yet definitely determ ­ 
ined. 
It occurs in parox ysms, usually 
at nfght, in the intervals of whi^h tue 
breathing is generally easy and quiet. 
Prt-manent dysnoea is another m a tttr 
and is an indication 
of something 
wrong. 
It may be due to a great va­ 
riety of causes, only a few of wnlch 
can be mentioned here. 
Anaemia, or poverty of blocd, may 
give rise to perm anent dysnoea*, as 
v-ell as.to shortness of breath on ex er­ 
tion. 
The symptom is a regular ac­ 
com panim ent of diminished lung ca- 
pacitv, either 
through consolidation 
of m ere or less of the lung tissue in 
tuberculosis or pneumonia, or through 
» compression of the lungs by an accu­ 
mulation of fluid or air in the chest. 
A nything that interferes with the 
freo action of the heart, such as w eak ­ 
ness of the cardiac muscle or disease 
of the valves of the heart, p rejrnro by 
fatty deposits, an enlarged liver or gas 
in the stomach, will produce shortness 
of breath. 
Short breath in children is com- 
rponly the result of obstruction in Vhe 
air passages, caused by enlarged ton­ 
sils, the presence of plandtjlar tissue 
in the pharynx , called adenoids, or a 
swollen condition of the mucous m em ­ 
brane in the larynx . 
Persistent shortness of breath is a 
symptom that 
should 
not be neg­ 
lected.
